According to the McGill Observa- 
tory the mean temperature for the 
first 11 days is much higher than 
what should be recorded for the first 
part of the month, and If March is to 
bo a normal month we are due for a 
lot more cold weather before we can 
hopo to wear (spring clothe.'!. {50 far, 
ntaily an Inch of rain, which normal- 
!y J-hould have been snow, has fallen. 

'J he Observatory reports that the 
maximum temperature on Tuesday 
was 4Z degrees. Although a tenth of 
an Inch of rain and a third of an 
Inch of snow were recorded 'J'uusday 
night the mercury only dropped to 
and had risen to 40 by noon yester- 
day.

•take more care. It is not surprising then 
jto find that they continue this practice 
jeyen when they ^lavc graduated into the 
Vjvorld of business.

The con:espondent com- 
plains that the wor<l ie uaed without regard to ita 
etymological significance, "Sophistry." he points 
out) implies falle«Jous reasoning; Ite synonyme ara 
caauistry. chicanery, evasion; and "to «ophistic- 
ctc" means to bsffuile with sophistry, to jnislaad, 
to alter decepUvoly, to adulterate, to render artl- 
floiaJ, wiiercas those wî» ao persistently use tho 
word "aopihistlcated" obviously mean to Imply by 
It an admirable Qtaality, quite different from what 
these terma im^ply. 

But the meaning of words changes with use. 
Etymology is not always a Ba,fe guide. "Sophistry" 
retains its original meaning. But "sophisticated" 
has undergone a modification. Wobstcr recognliea 
this in the definition: "Experienced in or pertain- 
ing to, the more artificial phases of life; world- 
ly-wi«e." 

TliuB thofc who uso the word "topliistlcated" 
In this v/ay arc oulto witliln their constitutional 
rights. Whether tho quality is worthy of tho ad- 
miration which it hM stirred for a brief period now 
among a snie.!! class of tho community— ahl that 
!« another matter. Artificial'/ Quite. But tho stu- 
dent of history will not be disturbed. Ifo will know 
that auch phases have often had their brief day, 
and passed away, JTho pose pf aophisUcatlon will 
pass, too, ,

Sinoo tho 
curriculum became iiioro ;inii more 
siandardiied, the range of knowiedso 
has widened almost increxl bly. One 
cannot know everything, nor even 
dabble In evcr>- field of knowledge 
av.tiiaMo todny. There is ;i limit to 
the work that c.^'-n be got o:it of .a hu- 
man body or a liumnn brain. lie is ii 
wise man who wastes no time on pur- 
suits In which he is not interested." 

Dean Berry points out that most ot 
our hidebound notions about the cur- 
riculum are results of accidental hap- 
penings back in Iho sixteenth century. 
-Vs Itnowledge grew, wo added to this, 
but look out almost nothing. Consc- 
tjuently the ordinary curriculum today 
represents the accumulated debris of 
tho past three or four hundred years 
of ''hit or miss" Instruction. "Never 
was there a time when the curriculum 
a.s a wlioie was in a ;r.-catcr nc'.'d of 
rigorous overhauling ilinn now. Some 
of It Is plain'y superfluous and nome 
ot it. should be disposed of immediate- 
ly as the merest flubdub and flap- 
doodie— inlic-itrd rubb'sli." 

College Should Last Tv/o Years 

"One tiling we have Inherited f.-oni 
the sixteenth century is the conven- 
tional notion that it should talto four 
ycais to conipiotc a college i:oiii:e. 
'Diere is no logic whatever 'in llrii 
idoa.. Many •.■dijcaior.s are now I'o"- 
vlnocd that after two years !n ooUngo 
a boy is mature ouougli for graduate 
work, or for business. By élimina ling 
the unesscntials wo should be able to 
get a boy who luiows wli;il be r/.nnl« 
to do started right !n two yeiir.s.' 

According to JJcan Horry, Uio under- 
graduate !s the product ot a stuffing 
machine, crammed wllli facts, wUli In- 
formation ot a more or less iinrclalcil 
and useless nature. "Tlic Infonnation 
In pour<d Into liiin. If Ik; liu.j :i mcni- 
ory that can lela n it lonK oiioiigh, )io 
pouix it back on examination day.

"What 
la necessary to him to have, he goes 
after with a will. Thus, though ho is 
not after points, ho gets his culture 
Just the same." 

Edward AVllbcr Berry has been a 
teacher for tlio past seventeen years. 
He has never been to college In the 
accepted sense, and has no degree. 
I^ast September he was made dean at 
.lohns Hopkins, and since that time 
ha.i boon known to educators .13 "Ihc 
degreeless dean." Ho has an out- 
.itandlng record of research and In- 
vestigations, and is recognized ns one 
of tho foremost geologists in the 
United Slates.
